Black Pests Have Outrivailed the K iss­ 
ing Bug in Demanding P u b ­ 
lic Attention 


The 
Standard says that Sterlin g 
housewives are complaining of au in­ 
vasion by an army of crickets. 
The 
little pest- have taken the kitchens by 
storm and invaded the bedrooms and 
parlors, where they eat the carpets 
and curtains and do considerable dam­ 
age. 
Last night there were crickets 
to burn in the stores and hotel offices 
and they made noi,-e enough to distract 
a nervous person. 
A dispatch 
from Galesburg says: 
Swarm s of crickets invaded Galesburg 
Thursday night. 
No one here recalls 
seeing such vast numbers of the insects 
before. 
No part of the town escaped, 
out they 
were densest near electric 
lamps, manv of which were ob.-cured. 
On M ain street they were so thick as 
to make w alking very disagreeable. 
Pedestrians could not avoid tram ping 
upon them and 
being surrounded 
by 
them. 
Hotel guests were driven inside 
and a leading restauranter had to give 
ud service because of the number of 
crickets on the tables. 
Mam street’s sidewalks and adjacent 
store fronts were black 
with the in ­ 
sects this morning, and bushels were 
swept into the gutters. 
Brooms dipped 
into gasoline and set on tire were used 
by one man. 
Owing to their entrance into stores 
the in.-ects were a canstant annoyance 
during the day. 
La>t night the m er­ 
chant.- turned oif the electric lamps in 
front of their stores to prevent a return 
of the pests. 
The Rockford Register-Gazette says 
th at w hile the surrounding to.vns 
are 
com plaining of the crowds of crickets 
which 
have descended 
upon 
them. 
Rockford 
is not getting o!f without 
its share. 
Frank 
Seaverns, 
whose 
bu-iness among the farmers of the 
country tase - him out of the city 
in 
all direction-, says that he never saw 
,-u many in his life. 
“ The little black 
imps" he says, “ almost hide the grass 
on both sides of the roads just outside 
of the city. 
The country 
is lite ra lly 
alive w Lb them. 
Housekeeper* ought 
to be warned about them, for if 
they 
once get into tne house they w ill cat 
up everything in sight.“ 
Forewarned 
is forearmed. 
The cricket is far worse 
than the moth, because he does not 
lim it himself to woolen garments, but 
eats everything in sight. 
The pest, like an Egyptian 
plague, 
have made their appearance in great 
numbers in Dixon also. 
They 
were 
lir-t noticed in the tents at Assembly 
Park , 
but have found their way into 
nearly every house. 
The ouier 
wall 
on one side of the Baptist church was 
noticed to 
be so th ick ly covered with 
them the other day 
as to 
be nearly 
black. 
The 
multitudinous 
insects 
are 
unpleasantly 
fam iliar, 
finding 
their 
way 
into 
every 
apartm ent 
of 
the 
house, 
and 
are 
espec­ 
ially 
annoying 
when 
they under­ 
take to investigate tbo cuisine. 
W h y 
they should be so much more prolific 
this year than usual wo know not; but 
on general principles the great preval­ 
ence of insect life is doubtless due to 
the wholesale destruction 
for many 
years past of all varieties o‘ insectiv­ 
orous birds. 
If we do not call a halt 
on the exterm ination of the birds we 
must suffer from the nuisance of the 
bugs.
